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CLAIM STATUS AM) SUPPORT 

After this amendment, claims 1 -10 remain cancelled and now, claims 11, 15-18, 20, 21 
and 30 are also hereby cancelled, while claims 13, 14, 19* 22, 23, 24, and 33-36 have been 
amended. Claims 25-29. 3 1 , 32 and 37-39 remain unchanged. The pending claims therefore 
include claims 12-14, 19, 22, 23. 24-29, and 31-39. 

Referencing the amended claims, the changes thereto are either not directed to the 
substance of the claims or involve elements that have already been recited in other claims. Thus, 
the support for these claims remains the same as for other claims already pending in the 
application. 

More specifically, claims 13 and 14 have heen amended only to change their 
dependencies from claims 1 1 or 12 to claims 12, 19, 24 or 36. 

Claims 19. 24 and 36 have been rewritten in independent form. Dependent claim 22 has 
been amended to be consistent with claim 19, while dependent claim 23 has been amended to be 
consistent with chum 36. 

Claims 33-35 have been amended to overcome the objection in the Office Action that 
these claims do not further limit the scope of the invention. However, these claims do not 
include any new limitations that were not already present in one or more of the pending claims. 
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
